My office imposga cn me two 
npparently contrnodictory duties 
of safeguard .the liberty of the 
subject and simultancously maine 
taining law and order. ‘Uhls 
compels me to face the most 
dificult problem in the art of 
modern . goyerninent. How - cun 
we fin® and hold the correct ‘ba- 
Janre between liberty tind order? 
«People semetimes-talk as though 
Nberty were impaired by laws 
which prevent us driving along 
the roucds .as such speeds as we 
think ft or keeping shops open cen 
Sunday} but the existence or 
absence of restrictions of this 
kind had no relevance to the 
questlon. of Nberty. The tust 
of lberty is whether the 
people of the country have 
the opportunity to —cricticlse 
such restrictions, to agitate for 
thelr withdrawal or amendment 
or even their extension and to 
succeed in their object If they. can 
persuade the majority to adept 
their view, 


The enjoyment of liberty is not 
merely a: matter between the 
citizen and his Government.
